The disquiet was greater if one considered 
the political situation, for the King’s brother 
(later Charles X.) had learnt nothing from 
the Revolution, but lived in a world of make- 
believe, holding to the theory of the Divine 
right of Kings. With the Royal Family, also.

resentment, who had lost their lands and were 
not disposed to accept without a murmur the 
acts done in their absence by the revolu- 
tionaries.

A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


The problem of reconciling liberty and 
order was a difficult one, complicated by the 
fact that a nation wh'~h has gone through 
the spiritual experience of a elelation does 
not forget it. In moments of crisis men’s 
minds go back to this experience and a re- 
volutionary tradition is formed—a habit of 
mind of disdaining legality and of overthrow- 
ing revolution by force.

Each of the later French revolutions, there- 
fore. marked the failure of an experiment.

They began, shortly after the fall of 
Napoleon. with the old royal family, and 
Louis XVIII. and Charles X. reigned in turn. 
Why should they have chosen a monarchy 
after their previous unfortunate experience, 
especially since nobody was enthusiastic 
about either of these Princes personally? The 
answer was twofold—on the one hand, repub- 
lican institut.ons were associated in people’s» 
minds with a return to civil war, and, on the 
other hand, it was hoped that the’ Bourbons 
would have learned their lesson, and would 
return with their wings clipped. It was

THE HOUSING PROBLEM, . 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn;—In your issue of to-day yeu refer to 
certain remarks made by the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin on the occasion of Sir Raymond 
Unwin’s recent lecture in the Mansion House, 
when he spoke of the assistance which he 
thought could be rendered by our profession 
in helping to solve the housing problem in 
the City of Dublin. As you say, I assured 
the Lord Mayor or behaif of our Institute 
that we” architects are most anxious to do 
all in our power to contribute to the solution 
of this problem. We recognise it to be of 
great complexity and of enormous and grow- 
ing size and urgency, and believe that it 
vole for the whole-hearted efforts of all who 
are in the possession of specialised knowledge 
or experience with regard to any of its many 
aspects. 

it is evident that the whole question must 
be faced comprehensively, as well as with 
determination and courage. The Town- 
Planning Act, which we bope will very soon 
be in operation, will make it possible for 
this to be done in a. way which has never 
before been possible. My personal view is 
that, while, owing to its special knowledge 
of planning and general building construc- 
tion, the architectural profession is more 
immediately concerned than others, there 1s 
need for a mobilisation of the best brains 
in the various professions to deal with the 
issues involved. Scientists, doctors, engi- 
neers, lawyers and financiers, as well as 
architects, all have som: special coutribution 
to make, and I am confident that, 1f an 
advisory council were fcrmed, nominations of 
suitable persons could readily be obtained 
from the institutions representing these pro- 
fessions. : 

The value of such an advisory council would 
be very great in the initial stages preparatory 
to the adoption of a general scheme, after 
which it might be of advantage to retain a 
permanent body of a somewhat different con- 
stitution to act in an advisory capacity in 
regard to the working out of the scheme. I 
feel that the Lord Mayor's public challenge, 
and you: refeyences to it, make it incumbent 
on me to state, as 1 have done, the willing- 
ness of this Institute to co-operate in what- 
ever is the best way in this, as in all other 
matters affecting wabtia welfare.—Yours, etc., 
GEORGE F. Beckett, President.

Chief Tshekedi.

A Penny Post. 


At the Conference of the National 
Chamber of Trade at Southend to-day a 
resolution was carried calling for the 
restoration of the penny post. It was 
suggested that there was ample reason why 
a substantial proportion of the anticipated 
surplus of nearly eleven millions in the 
postal revenue for the current financial 
year should be appropriated towards the 
penny post. It was á snbmitted to the 
gathering that the national services ought 
not to make a profit and relieve the taxa- 
tion of one section of the community at 
the expense of another. “The resolution is 
interesting, but if is likely to have little 
effect on the Postmaster-General, since 
the granting of such a concession would 
mean the disappearance of his surplus. 


Body-Line Bowling. 


A cordial atmosphere has been re- 
established between England and Australia 
on the body-line bowlinz theory, and it 
is expected that the M.C.C. will decide 
in the near future to take some definite 
line of action, such as an announcement 
that the type of bowling in quc tion is 
not in the best interests of cricket. It is 
known that, in a reply to a questionnaire 
on the subject, an expression of opinion 
in this direction has been received by the 
M.C.C. from the maiority of the counties. 
At the same time it may be taken as cer- 
tain that the rules of cricket will remain 
unchanged, though there will Le some 
definite guidance for <'l types of the game. 
Should the M.C.C. come to such a de- 
cision, it would put an end to all doubt 
on a vexed matter, and it would be 
warmly supported by the counties, clubs 
and schools. " 


Christmas Turkeys. 


Christmas hitherto has always seen a 
great demand for Irish turkeys, but, now 
that England is rapidly developing into 
a poultry-farming country, the demand 
may fall off. Great preparations are being 
made in the poultry world to meet the 
Christmas demand. The number of birds 
increased by eight and a half millions 
during the last year, and-it now stands 
at a total of sixty-one millions. with an 
increase of 258,000 in the number of 
turkeys. Ducks and geese have increased 
considerably, but the greatest develop- 
ment of any has been in the breeding of 
the famous Christmas bird: Only the 
other day there was a sale of ten thousand 
turkeys in one market. All these were 
for fattening purposes and it was noted 
that the average price was very low. 


Temporary Civil Servants. 


Although Parliament will not meet for 
another month, members of the House of 
Commons are finding their correspondence 
growing. Numerous letters are being 
addressed to them, urging their support 
One letter widely 
distributed is from the Civil Service 
Clerical Association, which has a member- 
ship of over thirty thousand and is taking 
up the question of the temporary servants. 
It is urged that permanence and pension 
rights should be granted forthwith to 
every civil servant, as he or she completes 
three years’ satisfactory service. The 
claim is that many have been performing 
responsible duties for periods up to six

A month is the full statutory 
period for which the Public Safety Act 
permits a prisoner arrested under the Act 
to be held in custody without being brought 
before the Tribunal. 

All of the men were arrested at their 
homes on ty, Sbaren 7th, four days after 
a statement had been taken by the Civic 
Guards from one of the persons who 
appeared as witnesses at the trial. After 
a short detention at a Civic Guard station 
eight of the men were taken to Dublin, and 
imprisoned in Mountjoy the same night. 
The other man, Patrick Halley, was 
released on parole, as his wife was ex- 
pecting to give birth to a child, and he 
surrendered to the police five or six days 
later, when he was sent to Mountjoy to 
join the other -defendants. 

The first indication that the nine men 
received as to the nature of the charges 
against them was on September 23rd, 
when they were served with charges of 
membership of an unlawful association for 
the purpose of promoting, encouraging 
and advocating the non-payment of rates. 
When they appeared before the Tribunal 
last Thursday, however, there was an 
additional charge of conspiracy to intimi- 
date persons to join the National Farmers’ 
and Ratepayers’ League, and to sign a 
document pledging support to any mem- 
ber of the League “ by any means within 
our power in any treuble that may arise ”’ 
through inability to pay rates. 


The much-discussed speech by Presi- 
dent de Valera, in which he alleged that 
an illegal conspiracy to prevent people 
from paying rates had assumed a very 
serious aspect in some parts of the 
country, and that representatives of the 
Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ Association had 
been endeavouring to intimidate farmers 
into signing a pledge to pay no rent or 
rates, was made at Dundalk on Septem- 
ber 10th—three days after the arrests 
were made. After being accused by the 
Opposition in the Dail of contempt of 
Court, Mr. de Valera reiterated the 
charge in a speech at Galway on Septem- 
ber 30th, but claimed that he had been 
“ speaking of the country as a whole, and 
not in reference to any particular case 
before the Courts.’’ 

The subject has also been raised before 
the Tribunal on more than one occasion 
by Mr. Lavery, K.C., senior counsel for 
the defence, who declared that the Pre- 
sident had prejudged the case, and asked 
that he should be brought before the 
Tribunal to answer a charge of contempt. 
It was this application that led to the 
appearance of Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., af 
yesterday’s sitting of the Tribunal to 
make a statement on behalf of the Presi. 
dent after the closing speech had been 
made for the defence. 

As Patrick Halley is an ex-member of 
the National Army, conviction in his case 
would have entailed the forfeiture of a 
pension.

“ From the reports which have ap- 
peared of the proceedings it would appear 
that a further reference was made by 
Mr. Lavery to this matter in the course 
of the case now at hearing. For this 
reason he deems it his duty to remove all 
possible misapprehension on this matter, 
and, accordingly, I am instructed to re- 
peat to the Tribunal what the President 
has already publicly stated—that, in mak- 
ing the observations complained of, he. 
was speaking of the country as a whole, 
and not in reference to any particular 
case before the Courts.’’ 


DEFENCE REPLY. 


Mr. Lavery—With reference to the 
statement that Mr. Lynch has just made, 
I wish to say that the President of the 
Executive Council has repeated and aggra- 
vated his offence by making this state- 
ment to the Court at this stage. 
There is one point which 1 desire to 
correct. I did not say to this Court that 
the President’s statement was made for 
the purpose of prejudicing the trial. I 
did say that it had such a tendency, and 
that, as such, it was a contempt of this 
Court. That the President should take 
this opportunity, when this case is reach- 
ing a conclusion and these men stand at 
the bar of your Court awaiting your 
verdict, of telling the Court that illegal 
conspiracy exists ‘is an aggravation and 
repetition of his offence. I propose to 
draw your attention again to the circum- 
stances under which the statement was 
made. These men were arrested on Sep- 
tember 7, and notice was served on them 
on September 8 that they were to be 
brought before this Court. This is what 
the President said on September 10:— 
“TI have already referred to the 
campaign of Mr. MacDermot’s Party 
against the payment of rates. This 
illegal conspiracy has assumed a very 
serious aspect in some parts of the 
country, where representatives of the 
Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ Association 
have been endeavouring to intimidate 
farmers into signing a pledge to pay 
no rent or rates. The names of 
farmers who refused to enter into this. 
dishonest undertaking are placed on 
a list of boycotted persons, which is 
circulated to owners of threshing 
machines and other persons who would 
be likely. to have dealings with them.” 
‘‘T charge that this was an unequivocal 
reference to this case,” said counsel, ‘‘ and 
was a statement by the President of the 
guilt of the accused men who stood before 
the Court.

PREVIOUS JUDGMENT.

A VERY RARE 
SIGHT. 


From Our Astronomical CORRDSPONDENT. 


HE heavens sprang a surprise on us, 

. on the night of October 9th, in the 
shape of a really great meteoric shower— 
b iar the greatest of the present century. 
ot the least surprising thing was that it 
was one of the minor showers which 
suddenly sprang into unexpected activity. 
Meteoric astronomy has: been very much 
under a cloud for a long time. The great 
Leonid shower, which provided such 
sensational displays in 1833 and 1866, 
failed altogether to put in an appearance 
when due in 1899. The Andromedids also 
seem to have petered out, little or nothing 
having been seen of them since 1904. Last 
year we watched the heavens on the 15th 
and 16th of November hopefully, but in 
vain, for some sign of the truant Leonids. 
There stil] remains the possibility that 
the missing stream may turn up next 
month on the 15th or 16th. In the mean- 
time, when we were expecting kw 
out of the void came a totally unlooked- 
for display of fireworks. , 
The evening of October 9th, after a 
stormy and wet day, was fine and clear. 
Going townwards just before 7 p.m., to 
post a\ bundle of letters, I observed a 
brillian$ meteor drop from the constella- 
tion Lyra towards the South-Western 
horizon, and made a mental note of time 
and direction. Five minutes later, having 
posted my mail, I counted a dozen 
meteors during the few minutes occupied 
in walking up the 180 yards of the 
Observatory avenue. It was evident that 
something unusual was in progress, and J 
proceeded to don an overcoat and muffler 
and repair to the flat roof of the house to 
watch and count. : 


A METEORIC STORM. 
Between 7 and 7.35 p.m. I counted 300 


meteors. The majority were small objects 
of the 
brighter ones were frequent, and occasion- 
ally there were brilliant flashing fireballs 
which lighted up the landscape like sheet 
lightning. One such dropped acyoss the 
tail of the Great Bear, another threaded 
the whole length of the Sword of 
Perseus, while a third cut across the 
Western side of the Great Square of 
Pegasus. Called indoors for the evening 
meal at 7.35, I was out again at 7.58. 
Then it was apparent that a really great 
meteoric storm was in progress. I counted 
200 meteors in two minutes, and then 
counting became impossible. The fire- 
stars became as thick as the flakes in a 
snowstorm. Instead of twos and threes, 
they came in flocks and gusts. The. sky 
was thick with them wherever one looked. 

On such an occasion the determination 
of the radiant, an important observation, 
becomes easy. One has only to watch the 
neighbourhood in which the radiant is 
assumed to be, and several meteors are 
sure to be seen coming “ head on,” or 
nearly so; just little bright sparks which 
appear for a moment and vanish again, 
without showing any motion. Others will 
be seen to move just a-little to right or 
left, up or down, and 'by means of these 
the radiant can be fixed very closely, in- 
deed. As a matter of fact, the radiant on 
the 9th did not appear to be a point, but 
a small circular grea, the órd magnitude 
star, Xi Draconis, being just within its 
Northern boundary. Little is known of 
this Beta Draconis radiant, except that it 
has produced a few meteors on the date 
October 9th. No great shower has been 
observed to emanate from it in the past, 
so that the event of this week is a com- 
plete surprise. Such an event is, of 
course, a possibility with any known 
radiant, and even with an unknown one. 
There: is nothing to prevent a previously 
unknown stream of meteoric bodies, of 
which there must be millions, undergoing 
a change, through the attraction of 
some planet, which will bring it 
athwart the orbit of the Earth. 
Some comet is probably associated with all 
such streams, but in most cases it is a 
small one, and may escape observation 
altogether. This, I believe, is the cise 
with the comet associated with the Beta 
Draconids; for I never have heard of one 
being observed. 


FIREBALLS. 


The maximum of the shower was between 
& and 8.20 p.m. on the 9th, but it con- 
tinued intense for another half-hour, and 
droppings from the shower went on till] 10 
p.m. and later. Many very beautiful objects 
were observed ; fireballs-‘as bright as Venus 
or Jupiter, and occasionally much brighter, 
appeared in a momentary splendour. 
These exceptional objects had long, 
luminous trains, which lasted for a few 
seconds after the meteor had vanished. 
Also, the character of their light was very 
bright, diamond-like and sparkling. It 
reminded the observer of the light given 
by burning iron filings in oxygen. 
Probably the meteors were actually of 
iron. An alloy of iron with a proportion 
of nickel is the commonest materia] met 
with in those meteorites which have 
reached the, ground, which are named 
‘siderites,’’, to distinguish them from 
other stony or earthy. ones. 

What a bombardment the light air of 
our atmosphere saves us from on an 
occasion such as this! Let it be 
realised that every one of the “falling 
stars’’ which sparkled to their ex- 
tinction on the background of the 
starry heavens on Monday night, was a 
lump of iron, weighing anything from a 
few ounces to several pounds; that they 
were travelling at a speed of thirty miles 
a second, or sixty times as fast as a rifle 
bullet, and that those which flashed out 
close to the radiant were coming head-on 
straight for the observer. Thus we may 
form an idea of the barrage which was 
smothered in the cushion of the upper air, 
and prevented from dealing destruction 
to a whole hemisphere of the Earth. The 
very speed of the meteors is their undoing. 
It is only the slow-moving ones which ever 
reach the ground. You dive into the water 
from a few feet of height, and experience 
nothing but pleasurable sensations; but, 
if you tried to dive from a hundred feet, 
the water would smash you as surely as 
if it were a concrete floor, So does the 
atmosphere smash these formidable 
missiles, just by reason of their excessive 
speed. Instead of a deadly menace, they 
provide only a splendid, if rare, sight for 
the inhabitants of the bottom of our 
atmospheric ocean.

WASHINGTON TALKS 


BEGUN. 
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TEN PER CENT. OFFER OR 
A LUMP SUM.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


HE long-awaited Anglo-American debt 

discussions have at last begun in 
earnest. Preliminary conversations had 
already taken place, but it was not until 
this morning that the representatives of 
the two countries met formally round the 
Conference table. 

The British representatives are:—Sir 
Ronald Lindsay, the British Ambassador ; 
Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, Chief Economic 
Adviser to the British Government; and 
Mr. T. K. Bewley, Financial Adviser to 
the British Government. 

The American Government is repre- 
sented by Mr. Acheson, Under-Secretary 
of the Treasury; Mr. Livesey, Assistant 
Economic Adviser in the State Depart- 
ment; and Mr. Daniel W. Bell, Commis- 
sioner of Accounts and Deposits to the 
Treasury. 
| With the United States representatives 
as ' sympathetic listeners,’’ the British 
delegation is believed to have opened with 
a detailed exposition of the circumstances 
which, in their view, make it impossible 
for Great Britain to continze t> poy for 
the next fifty-one vears the instalme):‘s of 
interest. and principal, amounting to more 
than nine billion dollars (£1,800,000,000 
at par). 


RAISING THE MONEY. 


According to the Washington Corre- 
spondent of the New Yor: Frening Post, 
it is expected that any offer by Great 
Britain to make a ten per cent. payment 
will be rejected. 

In that case, adds the newspaper, it is 
believed that the British representatives 
will offer to pay a lump sum of ore 
billion dollars (£200,000,000 at par).. 

The correspondent questions, however, 
whether President Roosevelt would accept 
such an offer or sponser it to Congress. 

An offer cf that amount, it is pointed 
out, would be almost equivalent to the 
full payment of the principal of the debt. 

Talk of a lump sum offer has revived 
earlier reports that the United States 
Administration would be likely to give a 
favourable reception to such a ‘* common- 
sense ” settlement. It is calculated that 
the payment of one billion dollars would 
represent the principal: of the debt, less 
all previous payments, and less thirty-five 
per cent. for the depreciaiioi; of the 
dollar. 

It also envisages the floating of an in- 
ternational bond issue in respect of the 
payment. 

The first meeting between the. parties 
lasted two hours, «and on its conclusicn 
the delegates refused to make a statement.

HREE annual reports relating to the 
diocesan affairs of Dublin and Glenda- 
lough and Dublin and Kildare have 
been issued, and will be submitted to the Joint 
Synods, 1933, of these dioceses, to be held this 
month. : i 

The report of the Dublin Diocesan Council 
and the Glendalough and Kildare Diocesan 
Councils to the Diocesan Synods is a 
brochure of eighty carefully prepared pages, 
containing complete lists ot benefices, alpha- 
betical lists of clergy and lay Synodsmen. 
It is notified that Synodsmen who have quali- 
fied since the list was revised by the Council 
on 28th September, 1953, and signed by His 
Grace the Archbishop, must claim their seats 
vn or before the 24th inst. by communicating 
with the Secretary, when their claims will be 
dealt with by an Election and Qualification 
Committee. 

On page-27 are printed the resolutions of 
regret adopted on the occasions of the deaths 
of Judge Moure, D.L., Mr. J. A. Maconchy 
and Mr. J. Marshall Butler. The various 
Joans sanctioned. by the Church Representa- 
tive Body to parishes and glebes, and other 
parochial matters are given in detail.

PURPOSE OF THE 
MISSIONS. 


HE Most Rev. Dr. Collier, Bishop of 

a: Ossory, presided at last night's session, 
in the Mansion Houge, Dublin, of the 

aunual Conference of .thó Catholic Truth 
‘Society. : i 
The Rev. John Blowick, Director of the 
Maynooth Migssion to China, in an address on 
the text, “Go, ye, therefore, teach all 
nations,” said that “the “purpose of the 
conterence was to instruct the Catholic people 
in lreiand on their obligation to assist and co- 
vperate in tne pepeaaes of the faith in 
pagan lands—a work which was nothing less 
the continuation of the work of the 
Incarnation and Redemption. About twe- 
thirds of the human race were still pagan. A 
reason for the missions of the Church was to 
make known to the heathens the supernatural 
and = eterna: . destiny. for . which. God 
intended them and to teach them the means 
by which they could, attain that destiny, 
lt was: not God's design tu admit men to 
eternai life immediately after their creation. 
Ho gave men free will, and it was in the 
power of that free will to accept or reject 
the destiny which God intended: for men. 
Sanctifying grace was absolutely essential 
for salvation; essential because it conterred 
on the soul the power of seeing God. Lhe 
soul *without sanetifying grace could no more 
see God face.to face than a rock or a trée 
could see the l.ght of the sun. Man’s supreme 
function on earth, therefore, was to obtain 
and develop sanctifying grace, which wag the 
beginning of eternal life. 
I'he purpose of the missions was to make it 
possible, and even easy, for men to acquire, 
develop and preserve this sanctifying grace, 
by means of which they could attain their 
eternal destiny, and without which no man 
would enter heaven. It was necessary for sal- 
vation that Christ’s merits be communicated 
to the soul of the infant or the adult pagan. 
Missionary activity was, according to the 
Pope, the principal duty of the Church, more 
important than the duty of guarding and 
administering to those who already bélonged 
to the Church. 
Mr. Seán Pigott, M.A., who proposed a 
vote of thanks to Father Blowick,. said that 
all Fea nod people in the world to-day 
ágteed that it was the duty of State and 
citizen to assist the vast army of unemployed 
and destitute people. It was as gravely in- 
cumbent on members of the Catholic Church 
to administer the doctrine of salvation to the 
huge host of eleven hundred million pagan 
souls. '“The . greatest service,” he said, 
“which we in Ireland can do for the Missione 
Is to preserve the Christian conception of 
education.”? ' 
Mr. Patrick O'Donovan, M.A., said that in 
the years to come subtle weapons would be 
used against the Catholic faith in Ireland. 
There was a relentless propaganda being 
carried out, agaifist religion in literature, 
drama, the cinema and Press. 
“With our advancing freedom,” he said, 
“we should become more Catholic, otherwise 
we were better left unfree. “Charity should 
= us in our social, economic and political 
ife. ' : 
The Most Rev. Dr. Collier said that Father 
Blowick had made clear to them the obliga- 
faon that lay on all Catholics to further the 
foreign missions.

AUSTRALIAN CABLE 
AND THE REPLY. 


BODY-LINE BOWLING 
AND “BARRACKING.”

The text of the cables which have re- 
cently passed between the Australian Board 
of Control and the M.C.C. was made public 
by the M.C.C. yesterday. 

THE AUSTRALIAN CABLE. 

The cable from Australia reads as follows : 

‘“We note that you consider that a form 
of bowling, which amounted to a direct 
attack by the bowler on the batsman would 
be against the spirit of the game. We agree 
with you that leg theory bowling as it has 
been generally practised for many years is 
not open to objection. On these matters 
there does not appear to be any real diffe- 
rence between our respective views. 

“We feel that while the type of bowling 
to which exception was taken in Australia 
strictly was not in conflict with the laws of 
cricket, yet its continued practice would not 
be in the best interests of the game. May 
we assume that you concur in this point of 
view, and that the teams may thus take the 
field in 1934 with that knowledge?

our using our best endeavours to have it 
controlled in future tours. 

“We are most anxious that the cordial 
relations, which have so long existed 
between English and Australian cricket shall 


continue, 
THE M.C.C. REPLY. 

The text of the M.C.C. reply sent on Mon- 
day to the Australian Board of Control is: 

‘The M.C.C. Committee appreciate the 
friendly tone of your cable, and they hear- 
tily reciprocate your desire for the con- 
tinuance of cordial relations. 

“ In their view the difference between us 
seems to be rather on the question of fact 
than on any point of interpretation of the 
laws of cricket or of the spirit of the game. 
They agree, and have always agreed, that a 
form of bowling which is obviously a direct 
attack by the bowler upon the batsman 
would be an offence against the spirit of the 
game. 

““Your team can certainly take the field 
with the knowledge and with the full assur- 
ance that cricket will be played here in the 
same spirit as in the past, and with the 
single desire to promote the best interests 
of the game in both countries. 

“The Committee much appreciate your 
promise to take the question of barracking 
into consideration with a view to ensuring 
that it shall be kept within reasonable 
bounds. 

“Your team car. rely on a warm welcome 
from the M.C.C., and every effort will be 
made to make their visit enjoyable.”

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NO FRUIT SHOW 
THIS YEAR. 


ROYAL SOCILTY'S 
DECISION. 
LOSS OF £120 LAST 
NOVEMBER. 


held in Dublin last November, the Roya! 

Hortiguitural Society of Ireland lost 
£120. Except from this point of view, the 
fixture was a remarkable success. It indicated 
to the public that fruit of first class quality 
can be grown in this country, but whether 
fruit-growing as a national industry can be 
made to pay his yet to be proved. 

When Sir Frederick Moore, hon. secretary 
to the Royal Horticultyrai Society of Ireland, 
was asked yesterday if it was intended to 
hold a similar show this season, he informed 
our representative that the Society could not 
afford it. “ We lost £120 last year, and 
we cannot get help from anybody—from the 
Department of Agriculture, the Royal Dublin 
Society, or anyone else, even for the com- 
mercial classes, and we very dp “crá de- 
cided early in the year not to hold a fruit 
show this year, or the Society would be 
broken.”’ 

With regard to the apple crop this season, 
Sir Frederick said :—‘ It has been an excel- 
lent one generally, though a curious crop in 
some districts. It has generally been not a 
full crop, but rather below the average, but 
the quality has been excellent. I have never 
seen better colour. In Dublin and some other 
districts the fruit has been particularly good. 
The storm of July 2th last shook a great 
deal of young apples off the trees, and a 
considerable quantity dropped off owing to 
the long-continued drought. 


FRUIT CULTURE. 


“ Generally,” added Sir Frederick, “I 

wish we could get a year like this every 
year. All fruits have been of good quality, 
commencing with strawberries and continuing 
with raspberries, gooseberries, currants, 
plums, apples and pears. Pears are the best 
crop we have had for ages. 
‘* All that is wanted to make fruit culture 
really successful is that growers should be 
compelled to spray, grade and pack properly. 
Anyone who goes to the trouble of tending 
the fruit carefully, spraying twice a year, 
and pruning judiciously, can get excellent 
crops of ordinary commercial fruit, 

“It is all bunkum to say that we can 
grow a sufficient quantity of eating apples 
to fill the requirements of the country, There 
are certain areas, such as the counties 
Kilkenny, Cork, and parts of Clare, that 
can produce good eating apples, but we 
have no really good late-keeping dessert 
apple that will take us beyond December. 
‘We must, therefore, to a large extent, depend 
upon imported apples for the rest of the 
season. 

‘We can, of course, produce cooking 
apples that will carry us well into April.” 


NEW VARIETIES UNDER TEST. 


In view of the admitted absence of a re 
late-keeping dessert apple from the Irish Free 
State, ‘our representative

So far as the trials of these have gone 
they are satisfactory, but trials by growers 
under ordinary conditions in different parts 
of the country will be necessary before it can 
be declared that these or any other variety 
will meet the need. It is ible that 
variety tests will be conducted under the 
auspices of the Department of Agriculture 
next season at widely separated centres. 


THE GREAT DIFFICULTY. 


The difficulty with apple culture is that so 
few people in this country have the time or 
the money to experiment with varieties. It 
is a slow process, demanding great patience, 
and for that reason trials have been confined 
to institutioas like the Albert College 

In England the Royal Horticultural Society 
has over twenty centres, at which over 600 
varieties of apples are under test, and the 
results obtained are always regarded as 
decisive when summed up after a series of
